6. Poll:—If a poll is demanded on any question, th« 
names of the Trustees voting and the nature of their votes 
shall be recorded by Ihc President of the meeling. 

Explanation:—For the purposes of this rule and rules 7 
and 8, the expression “President’’ shall merin the Chairman, 
or in his absence the Deputy Chairman if appointed, and i* 
the absence of both, any person chosen by the Trustees pre¬ 
sent from among themselves. 

7. Minutes of the meeting;— (1) Minutes of the proceed¬ 
ings at each meeting of the Board shall be recorded in a 
book to be provided by the Board for the purpose, which 
shall be signed as soon as practicable by the President" of 
such meeting and shall be open to inspection by any Trustee 
during office hours. 

(2) Minutes of Ihc proceedings except such portion thereof 
as the Chairman, or in his absence the Deputy Chairman, if 
appointed, may direct in any particular case, shall also be 
open to the inspection of the public at the office of the Board 
during office hours.

(ii) rupees fifteen for attendance at each meeting of 
any Committee, other than the meeting of the Com¬ 
mittee held on the same dav in continuation or 
preparatory to an ordinary or special meeting of 
the Board. 

Note : A Truslee present at or for any meeting of the 
Board or Committee thereof shall sign hia name 
in a book or register to be kept for the purpose. 

3. Payment of travelling allowance.—(1) All outstation 
Trustees other than those who arc Government servants, at¬ 
tending any meeting of the Board or of anv of its Committees 
nhall, in addition to such fee as is payable under rule 2, be 
entitled to receive travelling allowance on the scale applica¬ 
ble to the highest class of officers of the Central Government, 
but shall not be entitled to receive any daily allowance. 

(2) A Trustee who is a Government servant and who 
attends any meeting of the Board or of any of its Commit¬ 
tees shall be entitled to receive travelling allowance and 
daily allowance in accordance with the provisions of Ihe 
service rules applicable to him. 

4. Payment of certain allowances to a Trustee who is a 
member of Parliament or of the Legislature of a State—Not¬ 
withstanding anything contained in rules 2 and 3, a Trustee 
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who isi also a member of Parliament or of the Legislature 
of a State, shall not be entitled to any fees other than the 
compensatory allowance as defined in clause (a) of section 2 
of the Parliament (Prevention of Disqualification) Act, 1959 
(10 of 1959) or, as the case may be, other than the allowance, 
if any, which a member of the Legislature of the State muy, 
under any law for the time being in force in the Sta.te 
relating to the prevention of disqualification for membership 
of the State Legislature, receive without incurring such dis- 
qualification.

New Delhi, March 27, 1980 

G.S.R. 140(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 126, read with sections 28 and 134, of the Major 
Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following first regulations, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These regulations 
may be called the New Mangalore Port Trust (Adaptation 
of Rules) Regulations, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the first day of April, 
1980. 

2. Application.—They shall apply to the Port Trust of 
New Mangalore. 

3. Definitions.—In these regulations, unless the con teat! 
otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act” means the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 
(38 of 1963) ; 

(b) “appointed day” means the date on which the Act 
is made applicable to the Port of New Mangalore 
that is, first day of April, 1980. 

(c) “Board" shall have the meaning assigned to it in 
the Act ; 

(d) “existing rules and orders" means the rules and 
orders made under the various Acts and rules in 
force prior to the appointed day in connection with 
the administration of the Port ; 

(e) “Port” means the Port of New Mangalore. 

4. Existing Rules to Continue.—Existing rules and orders 
and subsequent amendments thereto made on or after the 
appointed day relating to the following matters shall, to the 
extent they are not inconsistent with the provisions of the 
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Act or any regulations made thereunder, and until they are 
altered, repealed or amended by the Board, continue in force 
as if they were made by the Central Government under the Act, 
namely :— 

(i) matters specified under section 28 of the Act and 

(ii) matters specified in clause (b) and clauses (e) to (n) 
of section 123 of the Act : 

Provided that any amendment aforesaid to the existing 
rules and orders, not advantageous to an employee, shall not 
be made applicable to such employee unless the Board ob¬ 
tains the previous sanction of the Central Government. 

5. Form of Receipt.—The receipt to be given In pursuance 
of sub-section (2) of section 42 of the Act shall, as far ai 
practicable, be in the form set out in Appendix to these re¬ 
gulations. 

6 . Period of Notice,—The period within which notice of 
loss or damage shall be given under sub-section (2) of 
section 43 of the Act shall be seven clear working days from 
the date of taking charge of such goods by the Board under 
sub-section (2) of section 42 of the Act. 

7. Period of Responsibility.—No responsibility shall attach 
to the Board under section 43 of the act after a period of 
thirty clear working days 1 from the date of taking charge of 
the goods by the Board in respect of goods meant for export, 
and seven clear working days from the date of taking charge 
of tile goods by the Board in respect of other goods— 

Explanation.—In computing the period of clear working 
days referred to in this regulation or regulation 6. account 
shall not be taken of the day of taking charge of the goods.
